Under 
this arrangement a family can have .its, meals sent in all ready 
lo serve, and accounts of (He enterprise indicate that |t is one 
that is likely, to grow, in popularity. One of the claimed bene- 
fits is that it "permits an overworked housewife to rest from 
the arduous duties of cooking, which in summer are vexatious 
in the extreme."
